Just a few short years ago Yamaha 
was playing the role of underdog at 
the country's top racing plants. Company 
officials decided that what they needed 
was a lightweight machine with lots of 
horsepower, superb handling qualities, 
and effective, reliable braking. To fill 
these requirements they developed the 
now-famous TD-1. A TD-1A, an improved 
version of the TD-1, followed. And last 
year a still better machine was built, the 
TD-1B, which sells for about $1,100. 

In 1964 and 1965 Yamahas filled the 
entire front row at the Daytona Race. Last 
year Yamahas finished 1-2-3-4, 7-8-9-10. 
After Daytona, Yamaha went on to win 
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Buddy Parriott 
most of the major road races in its class 
in 1965. 

This year several other brands have 
improved their production racing models 
and the competition should be tougher. 
A Yamaha press release states that their 
management people are most enthusiastic 
in their support of racing, because like 
most major automobile manufacturers today, 
they believe very strongly that this is 
the best ‘‘research lab’” possible. They 
cite many improvements on standard street 
machines which have been the direct 
result of developing winning racing models.

So. California’s Road Riders Committee 
with a two thirds majority vote accepted 
the rules and regulation, en toto, as pre- 
sented to the assembly by Chairmen Gay 
and Harrison of the Committee for Better 
Motorcycling. The action was taken at the 
March 7th meeting after a letter from Len 
Kuchler, Secretary of the AMA was read. 
He stated that he could find nothing con- 
tained in the proposed rules that conflicted 
with AMA rules or policy. The rules are 
now RRC by-laws and binding on all clubs 
participating in the RRC program. The 
adoption fills a long standing need in the 
road riding program. The enormity of the 
job, rewriting the applicable AMA rules 
and creating new regulations peculiar to 
the type of competition promoted by RRC 
clubs was significant factor of the delay 
in creating the rules.

I AM A MEMBER of the Sierra Club and con- 
cur in the basic motives of the club, but do 
not concur with the presumption that people 
who take trail cycles into the wilderness 
butcher the fish and game, destroy trees, 
terrorize horses and nature lovers, and gen- 
erally foul up the landscape. 

Motorcyclists of the Hell’s Angels variety 
are not interested in wheeled vehicles that 
are limited to ten mph wide open in low 
gear, which is the usual way of traveling up 


the narrow trails. Leather jackets, switch- 
blade knives, sideburns and green teeth are 
not the escutcheon of the trail rider. 

It is my understanding that trail riders 
are quite tolerant of horses afd mules in 
the wilderness in spite of the horse flies, 
eating of grass and foliage, and the manure 
problem. 

The trail cycle is the only way the aver- 
age man can go far into the wilderness with 
a limited time and limited finances. It is 
my feeling that the wilderness is for all to 
enjoy and not the few sensitive individuals 
who are offended by the presence of those 
who are not pure in heart. 

If the editor feels that he should not 
share his wilderness area with trail cycles, 
then perhaps he will favor a segregated wil- 
derness with separate but equal faclities.

THE MOTORCYCLE DILEMMA s; c. ciis 


Information has reached this office that in other parts of the world, 
motorcycles are used for everyday transportation by most of the populace. We 
don't care what the rest of the world is up to, I only cite this information as 
a warning to all us members of the in crowd that unless we are careful, the 
same situation could happen here. Just let the American public discover a 
real in sport and next thing you know everybody's doing it. Remember how 
exclusive sporty cars used to be? One day you were explaining to Skeptical 
friends about superior handling, low price, high performance and the fun of 
downshifting and next day there they were tooling about in a Porsche of 
their own. 

Fortunately we regained our sense of exclusive identity when we dis- 
covered or returned to motorcycling. Days still go by without seeing another 
cycle on the road, but I’ve encountered an alarmingly large number of fellow 
riders on weekends lately. My arm last Sunday grew tired from waving, and I 
shudder to think what summer will bring, Unless we act now, motorcycling 
may become as common as electric toothbrushing, and we individualists will 
have to take up helicoptering or pogo sticks to be different. We must act now 
if we are to preserve motorcycling as an in sport. Here’s my plan:

If possible, ad 
agencies can think up subtle ways of disparaging competing brands (‘*There’s 
no stigma attached to riding a BuzBug’’) and thus confuse the buying public.

Any street rider who hasn’t already removed his muffler should immedi- 
ately do so, then run up and down his street in first and second gears until 
all the neighbors are thoroughly annoyed. Then he should complain loudly — 
&bout being harassed by the police. 

Honda should immediately destroy all existing copies of its excellent 
safety film, ‘“‘The Circle.” 

Should any dealer have to sell a motorcycle to an insistent customer, he 
should give him a few brief words of advice, then send him home on his new 
cycle without further rider training.

MORE GEARING FOR GO 


Every tooth on the rear sprocket ac- 
counts for approximately 3 to 5 mph top 
speed or .50 mph per 1000 rpm, depending 
on the tire radius and your individual ma- 
chine. For drag racing it is best to have 
confidence-and gear for a speed slightly 
(one tooth or 3 to 5 mph) faster than your 
class record. Your cycle Pit Director will 
gladly tell you what the record is if you 
don’t know. Remember, the more teeth on 
the rear sprocket the slower your top 
speed, and the more on the counter shaft, 
the greater the top speed. Every change in 
a counter shaft tooth is equivalent to a 
change of 2 or 3 on the rear. By varying 
these figures in computing gearing you 
can control your bike’s performance very 
well. 

On T.T. tracks, maximum speed possi- 
ble on the straights is about 80 mph, so 
by juggling the figures you can gear for 
exactly that speed on the top end. 

Street riding is a different horse (oops! 
bike) and color. Your gearing should have 
you running ‘‘ upon the cam” at your 
average cruising speed in 4th or 5th gear 
to avoid lugging the engine and downshift- 
ing too much, unless you get your kicks 
that way. 

Try the formulas Cycle News has given 
in this column for gearing, and if you have 
problems getting the correct gearing, send 
me the details c/o CN and I will try to 
help you, if I don’t run out of paper.

The International road race scheduled for Riverside International Rece- 
way on May 22nd has definitely been confirmed by the F.I.M. and M.I.C. U.S. 
and everything is on ‘*go’’. All riders wishing to participate in this event 
must be a member of a M.I.C.U.S. club and hold an. International license. 
These licenses may be obtained through your local organizations. More con- 


cerning this event in future articles. 

For the first time this year, the A.C. A. 
toad racers will be returning to Carlsbad 
Raceway on March 20th, which affords the 
riders an opportunity to participate on the 
1.4 mile road race-drag strip combination 
course. This is, of course, where the small 
bore bikes perform as well as the larger 
ones because of the short straight-aways 
with tight corners. Ralph LeClercq, last 
year's lightweight champion, and Bruce 
Shaw, recent winner of the Willow Springs 
Gold Nugget 100, will be out competing 
against one another for top honors this 
weekend. And a favorite of all in the light- 
weight class is Yoshio Ito on his eight- 
speed 50 cc Suzuki. 

Several weeks ago we reported à scoop 
concerning the AM.A. running novice Hat- 
track events on Wednesday night. We find 
that the contract has now been signed and 
that 250 cc motorcycle racing will come to 
Ascot on. Wednesday night. Of course, this 
affords some competition to the AC.A 
short track races, since we have been 
running Wednesday and Thursday night in 
season at Orange County and South Gate 
raceways. It will be interesting to see how 
these novice events at Ascot work out for 
Mr. Agajanian. 

Remember the Motocross events held 
by the AC.A at Lebec running under 
F.I.M. rules and regulations? We were not 
able to obtain the Lebec area this year 
because the property had been previously 
rented, but we have obtained 50-acre 
section of just west of Prado Park on the 
Santa Ana C anyon road, and the first A.C.A 
Motocross event for the ‘66 season will 
be held there on April 3rd. The track is a 
little over one mile in length and consists 
of decomposed granite, grassy fields, deep 
sand wash, four jumps and fast straight- 
aways over rough ground between large 
oak trees. Knobby tires are recommended. 
Also, because of the extreme swiftness of 
the course and thè rider ability necessary 
to participate in a real European scram- 
bles, we suggest only experienced racers 
enter this event. F.I.M. rules will be fol- 
lowed and all clubs’ licenses will be ac- 
cepted. Medical insurance, ambulance, 
concessions, and sanitary facilities will 
be provided. Absolutely no liquor, includ- 
ing beer, will be allowed on the premises. 
This is a stipulation of the property own- 
ers. 

If this event is successful, and the 
land owners feel there is a real need for 
this type of motorcycling in Southern 
California, it is very possible this tract

brand as the official “Yamaha Racing 
Team"'' at Daytona and other major events 
Sponsored by the American Motorcycle 
Association (AMA) this season. 

Ralph White of Torrance, 30 year old, 
is a former Daytona winner in the big 
bike class and is considered. to be one 
of the finest road racers in the world, 

He's a seven year veteran of all types 
of racing who has won national road 
racing events at Daytona Beach, Florida; 
Des Moines, Iowa; and Marlboro, Maryland. 
White will take his first ride on a Yamaha 
in national competition on March 19th at 
Daytona. The track-wise veteran will be 
competing against more than 100 other 
tiders and a dozen different brands of 
equipment for the 100 mile trial. White is 
a concrete pumping contractor by trade. 

The second on the team will be veteran 
racer Gary Nixon from Baltimore, Md. 
A 9 year veteran of cycle racing, Gary 
will be performing for his second year as 
one of the official Yamaha Team Members. 

Gary is a consistent first five finisher 
in road racing events and is rated as the 
best **backup'' racer in competition. 

Nixon is a five time national race 
winner from past seasons and came very 
close to winning the Daytona eveht last 
year.

the leading east coast lightweight road 
racer and truly one of the **old pro's'* 

The third rider for Yamaha this year 
is Californian Buddy Parriott, who has 
probably had more road racing experience 
than any other rider in America. Parriott 
has been road racing for more than ten 
years on west coast tracks and on the 
Baytona Speedway. Last year he finished 
9th in the world 500cc class standings 
and highlighted his outstanding season 
by placing second to world champion Mike 
Hailwood at Daytona in the FIM (Fed- 
eration of International Motorcyclists) 
sanctioned Grand Prix event.

BEGINNERS BOOK 


‘MOTORBIKES on Roads and Trails By 
Wayne Thoms : 
Parkhurst Publishing Co., 100 pp. $1.00 
Hopefully dated ‘‘Spring, 1966”, this 
slick cover magazine will probably be the 
only edition by that title to come from the 
presses of Parkhurst. The original ap-

proach that Motorbikes needed to continue 
publishing is missing. And those who ex- 
pected to find comprehensive, Cycle 
World type road tests of small machines 
will be disappointed. 

As a one-shot it serves the worth- 
while purpose of collecting most of the 
good advice a beginning cycle rider needs 
to survive the first year of two wheeling. 

Teenagers and outdoorsmen and women 
are depicted learning to ride and having 
fun. Safe riding is stressed throughout 
the book, but the tone is sufficiently 
lightened as not to be “‘preachy.’” 

An article by Carol Sims neatly out- 
lines the transition from the motorbike 
world to the greater satisfactions of full- 
scale cycle activities, but the glossary 
of terms defines motorcycle technical 
jargon in cycle slang that may prove just 
as baffling to the beginner as the words 
it attempts to define. 

However, most young enthusiasts will 
probably find ''Motorbikes'' a more ef- 
fective parent persuader than the all-out 
enthusiast books which generally depict 
full-leathered heroes in spooky, physics- 
defying rides. ~

During its successful one night en- 
gagement at the Santa Monica Civic 
Auditorium, Cycle News’ Action Theater 
attracted nearly 1,100 fans, about four or 
five times the crowd that went to the 
movie ‘‘Motorpsychos” (‘*Thrill crazed 
kids who kill for kicks’’) playing nearby. 

In case Hollywood misses the point, 
here it is: More people would rather see 
the best motorcyclists in action than 
would pay to see the worst. 

Highlight of the two solid hours of 
technicolor at the Civic were the close- 
ups of Ascot, Hopetown, Lions Drags, 
and desert racing filmed for Cycle News 
by Clyde Earl. Comedy relief was provided 
by speeded-up shots of indoor racing and 
Jim Manning and Chuck Clayton's tongue- 
in-cheek narration. 

Two British Petroleum produced films, 
The Right Line and The Rough Riders 
showed the European style of motorcycle 
action, while Yamaha’s new Daytona 1965, 
produced and narrated by Bill Bagnall, 
the Warner Bros. short feature Daredevils 
on Wheels, and Yamaha’s new 1965 Green- 
horn Enduro film rounded out the program. 

For the first time motorcycles graced 
the carpeted lobby of the magnificent 
Santa Monica Civic Auditorium as motor- 
cycle movie fans, mingled with the Tri- 
umphs, BSA's, Montesas and Hondas on 
display there. Dealers, distributors and 
manufacturers met enthusiasts and dis- 
played their wares in the gracious setting, 
among them Ray Wilkinson of J & R En- 
gineering, Manny Harriman of Tab-Loc, 
Johnson Motors; represented by Elden 
Wright, Bellflower M/C, Doug Evans of 
Ted Evans M/C and Norm Lee of Long

All the young men went west like the 
man said a few years back and now all the 
good ones turn around and head east 
again--for Daytona. 

The 200 mile national championship 
and 100 big points are at stake this 
Sunday afternoon. Roger Reiman will try 
to become the first rider ever to win three 
in a row at Daytona. He will also try to 
be the first to win the event four times. 

The effort extended this year for the 
annual speed week is unsurpassed. Riders, 
distributors and tuners have been aiming 
at the big one for many weeks. For all 
events there are over 1,000 entries. The 
cream of American racing talent, and many 
that are not, are all at the beach by the 
time you read this. 

Triumph built and tuned six machines 
months ago in England. BSAdid the same 
with five rigs. Yamaha dry-docked all 
their winning machines from last year and 
had six new jobs flown over for the event. 

Harley-Davidson was at Daytona in 
January testing engines, tires and fairings. 
That new Sprint is something else to see 
in action. Suzuki has been building and 
testing day and night to get ready in time. 

Triumph and BSAare making their best 
effort to grab the title away from H-D. 
Dick Hammer, Gary Nixon, Skip Van 
Leeuwen and Biddy Elmore are just a few 
in the tiger' s den. 

BSA has long taken a back seat at the 
speedway but has coralled the likes of 
Dick Mann, Dan Haaby, Jody Nicholas, 
Don Vesco and Eddie Moran to try and turn 
the tables this year. 

H-D will pin their hopes on the two 
riders that finished one-two last year, 
Reiman and Mert Lawwill. For a backup 
crew they have Bart Markel and George 
Roeder. National champions all. 

H-D, BSA and Triumph will pit money, 
mechanics and engines against the only 
private team entry which is again the 
“Flying M's” of Bob Hansen and his 
spotless three-machine Matchless ‘‘Team- 
Hansen” entry. 

Bob has gone coast to coast this year 
to obtain talent to challenge the factories. 
Team captain is Ralph White who won two 
nationals for Bob last year. New riders 
are Swede Savage and- first year eastern 
ace, Dick Gapriepy from Mass. 

The Norton twins will make a try, de- 
pending heavily on the experience of the 
popular B uddy Parriott. 

The day before the big one they run 
the 100 mile 250cc race that pits the 
best amateurs against the experts. This 
year there is a record breaking 125 en- 
tries with Yamaha topping the list with 45 
riders on the ‘‘Ripping Rags’’ specials, 
Forty riders will be on the potent Sprints 
of H-D. i 

Two time winner Dick Hammer will 
again watch the 250’s from the pits. He 
is not entered. Last year’s winner, Dick 
Mann, has switched from Yamaha to Suzuki 
so it is wide open for new combinations 
in victory lane. 

The Bates Co. and Emie Pico have 
been swamped with orders for colored 
leathers of all variations. Dick Jackson 
has been working overtime painting hel- 
mets and fairings for the California aces 
who will invade Florida with over 80 
entries. 

Suzuki heads into competition for the 
first time with blue leathers, trimmed in 
white and red. The machines are blue 
trimmed in white. 

The Hansen Matchless team is again 





orange and white from top to bottom and 
front to back. 

These three teams are the only ones 
that have arrived at one color for the entire 
group. One exception is the Dud Perkins 
H-D team that pairs Lawwill and Ken 
Ridder with the blue-and orange combina- 
tion of leathers. 

Fresno's Monte Miller has entered a 
three rider amateur team this year that has 
Pete Bodette, Dick Hayes and Lee 
Patterson in the saddles. All will be using 
engines that have led both the amateur and 
expert races in Florida in past races. 

PREDICTION TIME: and we have to 
predict a California sweep this year with 
Lawwill, White or Cal Rayborn home first 
in the 200 miler. In the 250cc race it 
should be White, Parriott or Lawwill with 
the checkered flag. 

A young Florida lad by the name of 
Hollingsworth should take the novice 75 
miler but Walt Fulton Jr. could change 
that one. 

The amateur big bike event is wide 
open but Bodette and Ridder will get into 
the limelight before the race is over. 

A real surprise at Daytona will be 
Swede Savage. He has the tools to work 
with for the first time since he barely 
missed winning the amateur race in *64. 

Will give you the highlights after I get 
back from Florida next week. This should 
be a California year.

"RACE WAR” 


Last year with audience support fall- 
ing at Champion, local officials laid a 
portion of the fault on competing night 
TT scrambles races at Hayward. The 
little TT track, then running a sportsman 
series, was said by the officials to be 
drawing fans from Champion. The officials 
urged’ riders not to compete in the Hay- 
ward races. 

The attempted boycott was too late, 
however, Champion closed its half-mile 
program and also cancelled the speed- 
way’s TT events. 

At about the same time a San Fran- 
cisco motorcycle club experienced trouble 
that was to bring motorcycle racing back 
to Champion and escalate a ''race war'" 
between the A.M.A. and another sanction- 
ing organization, the American Federation 
of Motorcyclists, or A.F.M. 

The trouble began when the club, the 
Bay City Motorcycle Club, lost access 
toascrambles track in Marin County when 
the land changed ownership. The club, 
which finances itself through racing re- 
venue, had to throw races or go bankrupt. 
It searched for a track. 

Champion Speedway, as it worked out, 
was the sole track available. A satisfac- 
tory arrangement was negotiated with the 
Speedway owner and the club set about 
laying out an infield scrambles course 
and promoting a series of races. 

But the local A.M.A. officials balked. 
No sportsmen events at professional 
tracks, they said (this despite the Hay- 
ward TT track having hosted both money 
and trophy events for years.) The club 
pleaded its financial woes, but the offi- 
cials remained adamant. 

So the club pulled a switch: using its 
A.F.M. charter, it secured an A.F.M. 
sanction for the events and ran the races 
anyway. The A.F.M. waived membership 
requirements for competitors, the races 
were successful, the club made money. 

For its impudence the club lost its 
A.M.A. charter, but club officers are un- 
perturbed. Though they hope to regain 
use of their former scrambles track for 
the upcoming season, they say they will 
return to Champion if necessary. 

At present, racing around San Fran- 
cisco is under the weather, but the sea- 
son calendar is one of the fullest in re- 
cent years. 

A new half-mile facility for profession- 
al racing is reported to be nearing com- 
pletion on the northeastern side of the 
bay. Called Altamont Speedway and lo- 
cated near Livermore, the track is slated 
for its first TT race March 13, a Sunday. 
A series of 24 Saturday night oval races 
begins May 14. 

Short track racing may be making a 
comeback in the north. The class A 250s 
have already begun a monthly series at 
the Monterey County Fairgrounds, scene 
of the annual jazz festival. The track is 
the perimeter of a tennis court with a tan- 
bark surface, something that makes for 
very squirrely racing. 

A weekly quarter-mile series opens 
June 3 at Vallejo and is scheduled for 12 
Friday nights. 

Most busy in the north will be TT men. 
They’ll be riding at Altamont, San Jose, 
Selma and Hayward.
